Women’s League Hits 
Boss Violations 
After Probe 


The League of Women Shoppers, 
& consumers organization, yesterday 
announced support of the general 
Strike of 20,000 fur workers, “having 
found the demands of the Furriers 
Joint Council to be fully justified.” 
The League conducted an inves- 
tigation into. the general Strike 
called by the CIO union in answer 
to a seven-week lockout of the As- 
sociated Fur Coat and Trimming 
Manufacturers, Inc. 

“The League’s investigation shows 
that the union had cooperated with 
all the agencies which have at- 
tempted to bring about a settle- 
ment and avert the strike.” 

che League pointed out that 
when attempts at collective bar - 
gaining failed, Mayor LaGuardia 
and the State Mediation Board 
made repeated efforts to bring 
about an accord. Although the 
union -presented 17 demands, the 
investigation revealed, it was ready | 
to compromise with all but one 
point. 

“This is the clause dealing with 
job security, On this the Associa- 
tion remains adamant and ar- 
bitrary. 

One glance at the realities of 
the existing situation reveals why 
the association is loath to loose 
the strangle hold it now has on 
its workers.

gives precisely the same reply that the 3 so oblig- 
ingly publishes. 

The Communists were the first to. warn the world 
of the terrible consequences of the Versailles Treaty. 
There can be only one fundamental solution of the 
world conditions which produced the last world war, 
created Versailles, and the first precondition of that 
fundamental solution is to rid the world of fascism. 

Do the Nazis or Mussolini or the Mikado (the latter 
two who helped make Versailles and benefited from 
it) struggle against the Versailles treaty to give Ger- 
many “freedom” or to enslave other nations? 

The answer is the conquest of Ethiopia, the rape 
of Austria, the intervention against Spanish democ- 
racy, the threats against Czechoslovakia and Lithuania, 
the war plotting against France, the Soviet Union 
and the rest of the world.

The British Tories whom the Post so vigorously 
berates were the ones most responsible for Versailles, 
and, by the same token, are the ones who today in- 
cite and encourage the fascists under the hypocritical 
slogan of “economic appeasement” and fundamental 
revision of Versailles” to destroy peace and democ- 
racy everywhere. 

The Post either through stupidity or knavery says 
nothing akout the real game of the Tories, but falls 
hook, line and sinker for the Chamberlain policy of 
“economic appéasement.” 

That paid agent of fascism, William Randolph 
Hearst, and the liberal New York Post arrive at the 
same conclusion on the basic issue in the world to- 
day, namely, that there must be no collective action 
of the democratig nations to prevent the fascists—

who was condemned and executed 
for his fascist betrayal of the Soviet 


1917, during -the Socialist Revolu- 
tion, Pyatakov was so opposed to 
self-determination for the Russian 
nationalities that he called the de- 
mand for their independence “reac- 
tionary” and took the counter- reyo- 
lutionary chauvinist slogan of 
“Down with frontiers.” (History of 
the Civil War, p. 188.) 

Such a slogan—anti-Leninist to 
the core—meant the denial of the 
Soviet nationalities the right to 
their own government with state 
frontiers, their national indepen- 
dence, and their right # secession 
from the Soviet Union if they 80 
desired. 

Lenin ripped Pyatakov’s chauvin- 
ist pattern to pieces, declaring: 

“The method of a Socialist revo- 
lution under the slogan ‘Down with 
frontiers!’ is a complete muddle.

The shacks have 
never been painted. It is like a devastated region back of the front in 
some ruthless, long-drawn war. And this s no mere figure of speech; 
for the South has been sunk in a chronic depression since the Civil 
War. 

All the ignorarice. race-hate and violent backwardness that afflict 
the South arise from the fact that the Civil War did not succeed in 

‘destroying feudalism here. The big slave-owners put their mark- on 
the psychology of this land, and the small farmer, white or black, 
still lives under the shadow. 

It is extraordinary, in talking with Comrade Bob, to learn the 

way petty local politics is messed up here in every fact of life. Every 
little deputy sheriff runs some racket of his own, and has tieups with . 
all the big planters. You can’t live in this area without declaring your- 
self a partisan of some cracker-box regional Napoleon. 
I was sitting in a filling station with Comrade Bob, drinking a 
bottle of beer. One of these small-town Hitlers staggered in. He was 
drunk. He pulled out a big 45 revolver and stuck it in the garage- 
man's face.
